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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's remark, filed on 10/12/2005, with respect 
to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-19 under 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Miyake (U.S. Pub. No.: 
2002/0142798). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3. 5-9, and 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kota et al. (Pub, No.: US 2004/0204065. hereinafter. "Kota") in 
view of Makino (Pub, No,: US 2005/0107118) and further in view of Mivake (Pub. 
No.: US 2002/0142789). 

Regarding claims 1 and 8 . Kota teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device having a first housing and a second housing pivotally connected therewith, 
comprising (see figure la-lc): 

means for capturing pictures or images, said means being arranged in an outer 
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face of the first housing of the electronic device (see figure 1b, camera 104, front case 
100, [0005, 0028]), 

the image can be previewed directly on the display screen when the electronic 
device is in an open position to photograph other objects (see figure 1b. figure 5a, 
camera 104, first housing 100, [0028, 0033-0034,0053-0057, 0063]). 

It should be noticed that Kota fails to teach a vision window being defined 
through the first housing, substantially adjacent to said means; and a display screen 
being positioned on an inner face of the second housing of the electronic device figure, 
corresponding to the position of the vision window. However, Makino teaches such 
features (see figure 1 , figure 4, transparent display window 41 , upper case 2, second 
housing 3, display 6). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Kota into view of Makino in 
order to see the display without open the cellular phone. 

Kota and Makino, in combination, fails to teach an image shown on the display 
screen can be previewed through the display, when the electronic device is in a closed 
position for photographing a user. However, Miyake teaches such features (see figure 
4, camera 2, monitor 4, [0066], after the combination of Makino and Miyake will met the 
claim limitation as argues by applicant at pages 1-2. Then the user can see through the 
window 41 of Makino reference to the monitor 4 as shown in figure 4 of Miyake 
reference). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Miyake into view of Kota and 
Makino in order to view a photo image while taking a picture as suggested by Miyake at 
column 3, [0066]. 

Regarding claim 2, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein the vision window is an opening (see figure 4, display window 21 ). 

Regarding claims 3 and 9, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable 
electronic device wherein the vision window is covered by transparent material (see 
[0022]). 

Regarding claims 5 and 11, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable 
electronic device wherein said transparent material is a polycarbonate material (see 
[0022]). 

Regarding claims 6 and 12, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable 
electronic device wherein the size of the vision window is identical with that of the 
display screen (see figure 4). 

Regarding claim 7, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein said means is a camera (see figure 4, camera 7). 

Regarding claim 13, Kota further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein a main printed circuit board for controlling operations of the electronic 
device is received in the lower housing (see figure 3, circuit board 40, [0042]). 

Regarding claim 14, Kota further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein a flexible printed circuit board is received in the upper housing, and the 
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flexible printed circuit board is electrically connected with the main printed circuit board 
(see figure 3, circuit board 31, [0042]). 

Regarding claim 15, Kota further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein the camera is electrically connected with the flexible printed circuit board 
(see figure 3, circuit board 31, camera 104, [0042]). 

Regarding claim 16 . Kota teaches a portable electronic device, which provides 
the electronic device user both voice communications and picture-taking functions, 
comprising (see figure lb): 

a camera mounted to the flip cover (see figure lb, camera 104), and 

the camera facing outwardly and able to take pictures of other when the flip cover 
is moved to the first position (see figure lb, figure 5a, camera 104, first housing 100, 
[0028, 0033-0034,0053-0057, 0063], the mobile is opening position). 

It should be noticed that Kota fails to teach a base cover, having an inner surface 
and an outer surface, a display being defined on the inner surface of the base cover; a 
flip cover pivotally connected with the base cover and being pivotable between a first 
position and a second position relative to the base cover. However, Makino teaches 
such features (see figure 4, lower case 3, display 6, upper and lower case 2, 3, hinge 
10). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Kota into view of Makino in 
order to display a image on the display of the mobile phone. 
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Kota and Makino, in combination, fails to teach facing inwardly and able to take 
pictures of the user when the flip cover is moved to the second position, wherein 
regardless of whether a picture of another or a picture of the user is being taken, the 
user can review the picture on the display without obstruction from any portion of the flip 
cover. However, Miyake teaches such features (see figure 4, camera 2, monitor 4, 
[0066]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Miyake into view of Kota and 
Makino in order to view a photo image while taking a picture as suggested by Miyake at 
column 3, [0066]. 

Regarding claim 17, Kota further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein the flip cover has an inner surface and an outer face, and the camera is 
mounted on the outer face of the flip cover (see figure 1 b, camera 1 04). 

Regarding claim 18, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein said flip cover includes a window in alignment with the display when 
said flip cover is in the second position (see figure 4, transparent display window 41 , 
display 6). 

Regarding claim 19, Makino further teaches a multifunctional portable electronic 
device wherein a pivot axis between the base cover and the flip cover extends along a 
common edge of said base cover and said flip cover (see figure 1 , cover 2,3, hinge 10). 
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4. Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kota et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0204065. hereinafter. "Kota") in view of Makino 
fPub. No.: US 2005/0107118) and further in vlev\^ of Mivake fPub. No.: US 
2002/0142789) as applied to claims 1 and 8 above, and further in view of Lai et al. 
fPub. No.: US 2002/0086702. hereinafter. "Lai"). 

Regarding claims 4 and 10, Kota, IVIakino, and Miyake, in combination, fails to 
teach a multifunctional portable electronic device wherein said transparent material is a 
glass. However, Lai teaches a PDA with a multi functional flip cover with such features 
(see figure 4, transparent window 203, col.1, [0017]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Lai into view of Kota, Makino 
and Miyake in order to view a photo image while taking a picture as suggested by Kota 
at column 1 , [0002].
